Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  gentlemen, 

X  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  194-6.  As  I  was 
not  your  Medical  officer  of  Health  for  the  period  under  review,  the  report 
is  necessarily  somewhat  shorter  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been. 

in  accordance  with  the  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  this 
report  is  on  the  lines  of  that  for  194-5* 

The  estimated  population  is  300  less  than  it  was  in  1938*  The  birth 
rate  per  1000  of  the estimated  population  is  18,22  which  is  3*35  more  than  the 
figure  for  1939  but  0.88  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  ns  a  whole  in 
194-6.  in  1958  2,91^>  of  births  in  the  Loddon  District  were  illegitimate  but 
in  the  year  under  review  the  figure  was  10.01^, 

The  gtill  Birth  Rate  was  25*64  per  1000  total  births. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  per  1000  estimated  population  11.63 
which  is  considerably  less  than  the  birth  rate  and  almost  the  same  as  that 
for  England  arid  Y/ales  for  the  sane  period* 

The  mortiality  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  per  1000  live  births 
was  8,77  which  is  quite  satisfactory. 

Deaths  as  result  of  pregnancy  continue  to  be  low,  one  woman  died 
from  maternal  causes  daring  the  year. 

No  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  desease  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  infectious  11186030  were  sr.mll.  Measles  was  by  far 
the  most  common  infectious  disease  armng  children  with  atotal  of  38  cases  as 
apposed  to  whooping  Cough  and  Diptheria  of  which  thepe  were  6  and  4  cases 
respectively.  There  were  3  deaths  duo  to  Tuberculosis  and  13  new  cases  of 
Tuperculosis  added  to  the  register  in  1946,  As  tuberculosis  is  a  preventable 
disease  these  figures  can  be  regarded  as  too  high.
